“_ he impressed his associates with a 
firm behe! ia bu profound piety,and his 
was habitually sanct! monious. 
As an ordnance officer he was not throwa 
with the line of the army, so he was spared 
that rough contact with the wilder military 
element that hes so oiten cflectually 
rubbed ofthe carly piety of young off. 
cers. Alter a few years’ service in his own 
department, during which period he also 
essayed preaching and general missionary 
work, he weat back to West Point as an 
instructor of mathematics. To his classes 
be appeared as a rather slovenly-dres:ed, 
unmilitary-looking soldier, ‘with a re 
ligious look, an bumble manuer, that 
seemed to be the effect of a consciousness 
of the cnormous load of sin resting upon 
him, and a voice that was carefully modu- 
laied into a real plous whine. To his 
classes he wasaleo known as a teacher 
with an uiter want of confidence in his 
pupils, When he had occasion to turn his 
back to his clase, he was in the habit oi 
constantly glanemg over his shoulder to 
see it he could detect any one indulging in 
any impropriety, and when he did detect 
them he seldom noglecied the opportunity 
to reportthem for demerit marks. But 
with all this, he wasa patient, painstaking 
teacher, who evinced aun interest in the 
progress @! his pupils. 

While an instructor at West Point he 
instituied a scrics of prayer moectings 
among the cadeis, which were habitually 
attended by ibe religiously inclined o/ ali 
denominations, and which were not un- 
frequcni!y graced by the presence of some 
very gracc'css youths. At these meeiings 
HowakDs manner was so very uactious 
that even the devout deprecated it, while 
the iricligious openly ccofed aiit. As 
might be expected, the irults of his labor 
were not very bountiiul. But at this peri- 
od Gen. Howarp’s labors were not con- 
fined to the barren field of the corps of 
cadets, for he wes in the habit of. preach- 
ing in the towns and villages in the sur- 
rounding country, and was the head oj a 
Sunday tchoo] effort among the children 
of the soldiers and citizens at West Point. 
Dering all this time he was giving direc- 
tion to that particular lige of philanthropy 
in which he has since become celebrated. 
He was an enthusiastic abolitionist, and 
nursed this sentiment so well that it be- 
came part of his religion, and then, help- 
ing op each oiher, both passed from enthu- 
siacm to fapaticism. 

W ben the war broke out Howanp either 
had resigneder was about to resign from 
ihe army and devote himsel! to the minis- 
try, but the prospect of a crusade against 
slavery was too inviting for him to lox 
the opportunity. It is very probable that 
irom the very firet he considered the war 
as waged against slavery, and he entered 
into its spirit wiih all the tenaticism which 
had begun to characierize him. His first 
command stood an amount of preaching 
and praymg that would have put Crom 
WELWS army torout, and the first intelli- 
gent con‘rabund tbat fled to his liacs was 
received by Howarnp with outstre:cued 
arms 45 & liugi.ive irom bondage, 4 man, 
and a brother. 

When General Howarp went into bat 
tle, he went in singing hymns. When he 
came out of baiile, leaving his arm on the 
field, he came out singing hymns; and 
when, on his way out, he met Gen. Kxan- 
NEY, who had bat one arm, he laughiozly 
suggested that, in future, they could buy 
their gloves together, as one pair would do 
forboth. He was suffering great agony 
from (he shattered and bleeding stump of 
his arm, but he believed he was suffering 
in the cause of negro ireedom, so he was 
happy, and laughed aad joked in the inter- 
vals of his songs of praise. 

Thus Gencral Howarp appeared. There 
have been many and serious charges 
against the subordinate officers of the 
Freedmen’s Bureau, but it has always 
been claimed that the chie/ was a philan 
thropist of incorruptible integrity. From 
what appears pow, it would secm that the 
fanatical hero, who was conspicuous for 
bis psalm-singing and praying on the field 
oi baitle, had considerable method in the 
madness which has sometimes been at 
t.ibuied to bin.
